If all the wo rdage inv o lv ed in the Dix o n 
landfill discu ssio n were bu ried at the GROP 
site, it wo u ld be getting clo se to fu ll right no w. 
Verbal bo u q u ets and brickbats were ex ­ 
changed again at Mo nday night’s City Co u ncil 
meeting at City Hall. 
The landfill co m m ittee o f the Lee Co u nty 
Bo ard and city co u ncilmen p u blicly discu ssed 
p o ssible sale o f the site to the co u nty . 
Abo u t the o nly definite thing that has been 
acco mp lished is that there has been a p ro p o s­ 
al by the city ; a co u nter p ro p o sal by the co u n­ 
ty bo ard’s landfill co m m ittee, and that the 
answer m ay lie so mewhere in between the 
two o ffers. 
Definite facts hav e co me to the su rface: 
• The co u nty gro u p is definitely no t interest­ 
ed in granting free du mp ing p riv ileges to the 


city fo r 25 y ears, bu t rather wo u ld fav o r the 
city ’s p ay ing the sam e du mp ing rate as the 
co u nty residents p ay . 
• The city is leery o f any p ro p o sal that wo u ld 
fo rce Dix o n tru cks to p ay du mp ing fees. 
• Bo th sides agree that the landfill p ro blem 
stems fro m a lack o f v o lu me, bu t there is a 
difference o f o p inio n as to ju st where the ad­ 
ditio nal v o lu me sho u ld co me fro m. 
The nex t mo v e is u p to the city . Jam es G. 
Bu rke, co m missio ner o f streets and p u blic 
imp ro v em ents, is making a tho ro u gh stu dy o f 
the co u nty ’s co u nter-p ro p o sal and will hav e 
an answ er befo re the nex t co u nty bo ard m eet­ 
ing.

Kerner will fight to overturn conviction

CHICAGO - (AP) - Federal 
Ju dge Otto K erner, o ne o f Il­ 
lino is’ mo st p o p u lar p o litical 
figu res, say s he will battle to 
erase his co nv ictio n fo r bribery 
—the first co nv ictio n ev er re ­ 
tu rned against an activ e m em ­ 
ber o f the U.S. Co u rt o f Ap ­ 
p eals. 
Kerner, 6 4, and his lo ngtime 
asso ciate, Theo do re J. Isaacs, 
6 2, w ere co nv icted Mo nday in 
U.S. District 
Co u rt o f co n­ 
sp iracy , bribery , frau d and in­ 
co me tax ev asio n. They were 
accu sed o f taking a bribe in the 
fo rm o f race track sto ck while 
Kerner was Illino is go v erno r 
fro m 19 6 1 to 19 6 8. 
In a statem ent, Kerner said, 
“This battle is ev en m o re im ­ 
p o rtant than life itself becau se 
it inv o lv es my rep u tatio n and 
ho no r, which are dearer than 


life itself, and I intend to co n­ 
tinu e this battle. 
His lawy er, Pau l R. Co nno lly , 
said he wo u ld ask fo r a “ju dg-

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The 10 per cent dev aluation of the 
dollar has ended the latest monetary 
crisis and giv en the United States a 
breathing spell. But it does not treat 
the basic problem, any more than 
did the 8 .7 5 per cent dev aluation in 
December, 197 1. 
The basic problem is that this 
country is sending more dollars 
ov erseas in purchases of foreign 
goods than it is receiv ing back in the 
form of purchases of American 
goods by foreigners, or by foreign 
inv estment in U.S. businesses. 
From a small but ominous cloud 
on the horizon in 197 1, the import-ex ­ 
port imbalance mushroomed into a 
deficit of $6 4 billion last y ear. By 
comparison, J apan recorded a $9- 
billion surplus, $4 billion of it ac­ 
counted for by ex ports to the United 
States alone. 
The dev aluation of the dollar will 
go far toward wiping out the project­ 
ed trade imbalance for 197 3 by mak­ 
ing U.S. products both more attrac­ 
tiv e abroad and more competitiv e 
with foreign imports in this county . 
To the ex tent that it discourages 
American tourists from trav eling 
and spending abroad, because their 
dollars no longer go as far in terms 
of foreign currencies, and to the ex ­ 
tent that it encourages foreigners to 
come here for the opposite reason, 
this will also help. 
Ov er the longer range, mov es 
charted by the administration to en­ 
courage other countries to relax dis­ 
criminatory barriers against Amer­ 
ican ex ports will place us on a more 
eqOal Competitiv e footing with them 
and help insure that we do not hav e 
another crisis in another y ear. 


One of these mov es is the use of 
selectiv e tariffs against those trad­ 
ing partners employ ing the same 
tactics against us. But this must not 
be permitted to get out of hand. It 
could ultimately be disastrous if the 
growing protectionist sentiment in 
Congress were to be translated into 
the kind of economic isolationism 
which contributed so much to the 
worldwide depression of the 19 30s. 
The name of the game is still 
competition. 


Ev en though the dollar has now 
assumed a more realistic relation­ 
ship with other currencies, and ev en 
if all trade barriers are ev entually 
remov ed, the American worker will 
still be up against stiff competition— 
the industrious J apanese, the effi­ 
cient Germans, all the other coun­ 
tries that are ov ertaking the techno­ 
logical lead enjoy ed by the United 
States since World War II. 
But speaking of technology , there 
is another cloud on the horizon. This 
is the rising tide of U.S. imports of 
Middle East oil. 


One forecast is that we may be 
importing something like $30 billion 
worth of foreign petroleum by 198 0, a 
figure that makes 197 2’s trade defi­ 
cit of $6 .4 billion look like peanuts. 
The oil-ex porting countries are 
already accumulating v ast reserv es 
of dollars, and giv en the continuing 
political instability of that part of the 
world, these reserv es could become 
a powerful lev er for mischief. 
Not foreign cam eras or foreign 
cars but our unslackening thirst for 
oil may well contitute the real crisis 
facing this nation in the y ears ahead. 
Lousy planning 


In the great “ managerial rev olu­ 
tion” supposedly sweeping through 
the administration in this controv er­ 
sial winter, a cry ing necessity is be­ 
ing ov erlooked. We desperately need 
a Department of Unforseen Conse­ 
quences . 
Despite a long-proclaimed Amer­ 
ican av ersion to planning, it is an ob­ 
v ious fact that these day s, in more 
and more aspects of our life, we plan 
like crazy . 
The highway boy s try to estim ate 
traffic v olume decades ahead when 
they build roads. The utility compa­ 
nies would be swamped (some are 
any way ) if they weren’t constantly 
guessing, and preparing for, future 
“ loads.” 
Almost ev ery business and indus­ 
try must make similar calculations, 
upon which they base their ex pan­ 
sion projections. They are also busy 
try ing to anticipate changing tastes 
and interests, or “ rev olutionizing 
the future” by attempting to create 
new ones. 
Gov ernment’s budget-making is 
planning by definition, and finally , 
after y ears of prodding, the federal 
bunch is projecting more than a y ear 
or two ahead. The military stabs at 
the future as it plans new weapons 
sy stem s, force requirements, etc. 
Fine, fine We couldn’t do without 
all this calculated cry stal-gazing. 
The trouble is, as we keep discov er­ 
ing ev ery day , that a lot of the guess­ 
ing about the future is just plain 
lousy . 
This whole thing about “ cost 
ov er runs” is a beautiful ex ample. 
Credit the tirelessly jogging Sen. 
William Prox mire of Wisconsin for 
riding herd on ov er runs in the mili­ 
tary field. We surely need such v igi­ 
lance. 
But the matter gets badly out of 
whack if it is assumed that the phe­ 
nomenon is mostly limited to mili- 
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tary hardware outlay s. One pub­ 
lished account, for instance, said 
Washington’s “ beltway ” road was 
built for $18 9 million, against a first 
guess of $30 million. The whole inter­ 
state highway network has cost far 
more billions than originally im ag­ 
ined. 
Inflation, waste, scandal? Sure, 
but who would not guess that much 
of this would take place ov er the 16- 
y ear span projected? 
Prox mire’s “ ov er runs” are shot 
through this society . As planners, we 
Americans appear to be chronic un­ 
derest imators of costs, mismanage­ 
ment, materials delay s, and heav en 
knows what else. 
Unhappily , that’s just part of the 
“ unforseen.” Hoad traffic v olume 
steadily outpaces projections. Nobo­ 
dy measured well how the highway 
network would alter business and in­ 
dustry location, residential growth, 
transportation of goods and people. 
In the 19 30s, sociologists told us 
the automobile was creating a socio­ 
economic rev olution, affecting ev ­ 
ery thing from the shipping of nails 
tocrim e to lov e. It isn’t ov er, and we 
still misgauge its dev eloping conse­ 
quences. 
Detroit 
this J anuary 
dropped 
750,000 new cars on U.S. roads. Like 
to figure out just how to fuel and 
park them? 
Dev elopers sweep in with shop­ 
ping centers, highrises, factories. 
Some fit their immediate env iron­ 
ment like a jet engine would fit old 
Henry Ford’s Tin Lizzie. And who­ 
ev er thought the modern paint-spray 
can would be used widely to disfig­ 
ure America? 
Come on, Mr. President, let’s get 
that little department going, with a 
gang of really bright fellows tucked 
away in some noiseless enclav e 
where may be they can think as no 
one today seem s able to.

The President, it would seem, has 
embarked on a new policy in his sec­ 
ond term by building a hermetic 
wall around the White House. Be­ 
cause the wall ex ists, it is impossible 
to tell whether that policy is truly of 
Mr. Nix on’s making or whether it 
was built by top staffers who wish to 
insulate him from ideas and counsel 
which run counter to theirs. 
There is no doubt that following 
his record electoral v ictory last No­ 
v ember, the President has seen as 
his constituency and real support the 
county as a whole and feels that he 
can keep to a minimum his contacts 
with the Congress, the politicians, 
and the Washington press corps. 
That the lock-out also ex cludes Nix - 
onites of long standing who suppor­ 
ted him loy ally ov er the y ears is a 
matter of their personal concern and 
not really relev ant. 
As of now, the President is on 
sound ground. The country stood be­ 
hind him ov erwhelmingly when the 
Congress, the politicians, and the 
national press inv eighed at his forc­ 
ing of Hanoi’s hand by ordering the 
heav y bombing of North Vietnam 


following the breakdown of peace 
negotiations last October. The coun­ 
try is behind him in his efforts to 
curtail Federal spending and cut 
back on congressionally enacted 
boondoggles. 
But public opinion is fickle, and it 
can also be manipulated. The Con­ 
gress, in the three day s a week it de­ 
v otes to serious business, is a forum 
in which Mr. Nix on’s policies can be 
distorted or misrepresented, 
the 
press is an eager sounding board for 
the Congress, and the politicians are 
alway s at work among the people. 
The confidence Mr. Nix on enjoy s 
among his constituents can be erod­ 
ed. or the public can drift away . 
At that point, the President will 
need all the goodwill he can muster 
among those v ery supporters on 
Capitol Hill who are being sy stem at­ 
ically alienated by the current ex - 
clusionist policy . In the national in­ 
terest, some will respond to Mr. Nix ­ 
on’s call on major issues. But they 
will not hav e the enthusiasm neces­ 
sary to mount the kind of effectiv e 
driv e the President will want. The

Revenue Sharing 
h a citizenship spur

WASHINGTON (NEA)— What 
isn’t generally realized is that if 
President Nix on’s proposed budget 
goes through, it will throw heav ier 
personal responsibilities on all of us 
as indiv idual citizens in crime pre­ 
v ention and law enforcement, edu­ 
cation, community dev elopment and 
v ocational rehabilitation of the un­ 
employ ed. 
This doesn’t necessarily mean 
heav ier financial responsibilities— 
for Mr Nix on proposes special fed­ 
eral rev enue sharing to prov ide $7 
billion more a y ear to states and lo­ 
calities. (Local tax es, howev er, will 
rise inev itably for a number of rea­ 
sons) . 
But we will each of us hav e to 
take more personal responsibility in 
watching our local gov ernment offi­ 
cials and bureaucracies to make 
certain that the programs they car­ 
ry out are the ones most needed and 
that waste and inefficiency are kept 
to a minimum 
or the programs will 
end in a shambles. 
This shift in management of sev ­ 
eral score gov ernment programs in 
th e m a jor fields outlined abov e will 
re q u ire th at we put considerable 
m o re effort into electing city , county 
and state officials and legislators 
and in insuring that there be an up­ 
grading in the caliber of many local 
and state appointees. 
So long as federal money was be­ 
ing doled out for federal programs 
managed by federal bureaucrats, 
superv ision was, 
by 
and 
large, 
“ som eone e ls e ’s ” responsibility . 
T h ere w as n o t to o m u c h th at we as 
in d iv id u al citizen s 
could do (or ev en 
that Congress could do) to make cer­ 
tain the funds were being spent ef­ 
fo rt iv olv . 


The General Accounting Office 
attempted to check here and there. 
But that office was ov erwhelmed by 
the number of programs which re­ 
quire checking and the impossible 
difficulties in checking nationwide 
from Washington. 
The Nix on theory is that it is eas­ 
ier to prev ent bureaucratic boon­ 
doggling locally than nationally , be­ 
cause the officials manning any par­ 
ticular program are closer to home 
and there are more interested ey es 
on the spot to do the watching. 


This is most certainly true. But 
few citizens take the trouble to giv e 
local bureaucracies this kind of m i­ 
nute scrutinizing—which is why so 
many people turned to the federal 
gov ernment in the first place after 
repeated disappointments in pro­ 
grams managed by their state gov ­ 
ernments, their city councils and 
their county boards of superv isors. 
But of late the federal programs 
in welfare, in unemploy ment, edu­ 
cational assistance, in urban dev el­ 
opment and housing and in other so­ 
cial fields hav e done quite as badly 
or worse than their local predeces­ 
sors and counterparts. And the fed­ 
eral programs appear to be growing 
steadily less effectiv e, at least in 
rep resentativ e program s which 
hav e been studied in recent y ears. 


So Mr Nix on, in effect, throws all 
of us a challenge. If we don’t like bu­ 
reaucratic boondoggling, we are go­ 
ing to get our chance to do som e­ 
thing about it (if Congress v otes the 
special 
rev enue special 
rev enue 
sharing programs). Will we then 
take the time to be the watchdogs 
and the gadflies of our local gov ern­ 
ment ? 
(N ew sp ap e' E n terp rise A ssn .) 


his legislativ e program is to suc­ 
ceed, but unfortunately they are be­ 
ing sy stem atically antagonized. 
No great call on the President’s 
time is required to restore good feel­ 
ing towards the White House. Ev en 
the most casual v isit to House and 
Senate offices will uncov er a record 
of letters and phone calls unan­ 
swered and requests for minor cour­ 
tesies ignored—small matters which 
other Administrations handled as a 
matter of course. Oddly enough, 
these small matters generate more 
resentment than differences ov er 
major policy questions. 
Already Republican Senator Carl 
Curtis, an Administration stalwart, 
has raised his v oice against the cav ­ 
alier attitude of the White House 
staff—a blast clearly aimed at Mr. 
Nix on’s chief wall builder, H. R. 
(Bob) Haldeman. There are others 
on the Hill, more politic or timid, 
who ex press the sam e sentiments in 
priv ate. Among the gov ernor, J im ­ 
my Carter of Georgia has let the 
press know how he was brushed 
aside by the White House and shunt­ 
ed to minor flunkies. 
What makes the new policy so 


puzzling to those who hav e known 
Mr. Nix on ov er the y ears is that in 
the past he was a master at the 
small accommodation, at making 
those who sought him out welcome, 
howev er little time he had to spare. 
He was uniformly av ailable to the 
press—ev en to those correspondents 
who were unstinting in their hostili­ 
ty . So it makes sense to believ e that 
Mr. Nix on is not fully aware of the 
depredations of som e of those 
around him. Certainly he would not 
sanction some of the gratuitous 
rudeness that now marks White 
House staff relations with the out­ 
side world. 
it would be sad, indeed, if Mr, 
Nix on’s efforts to restore sound 
practices to the Ex ecutiv e Brandi 
and to keep the Federal budget frofti 
bursting into outer space were de­ 
feated for want of a nail of polity . 
The President has done much that 
the country can appreciate and can 
do much more, but he will need all 
the support he can get from outside 
the White House and a little pru­ 
dence among his staff.

Red spy weaknesses

This column wrote of the London 
rev elation that prev iously unnamed 
Sir J ohn Ogilv ie Rennie heads Brit­ 
ain’s 
espionage 
apparatus. 
And 
surely Sir J ohn himself would be the 
first to agree that the omnipotence 
of the Sov iet K.G.B. is a my th. 
Last y ear, worldwide, 107 Sov iet 
secret agents were uncov ered. For­ 
ty -fiv e had diplomatic cov er, 30 
more were called journalists; the 
K.G.B. passed off 15 as business­ 
men, fiv e more as airline ex ecutiv es 
and 12 as cultural ex perts. It is us­ 
ually estimated that Sov iet Embas­ 
sy staffs ev ery where contain 5 0 to 8 0 
per cent espionage personnel and 
that about 8 0 per cent of the person­ 
nel in the Sov iet-bloc delegations at 
(he United Nations in New York are 
intelligence agents and not diplo­ 
mats at all. 
But the Sov iet agents hav e sev er­ 
al weaknesses. 
Ideally , a good agent has ey eballs 
in his buttons, a face as hard to re­ 
member as the Punic Wars, a ques­ 
tioning mind that is thinking all the 
time but does not show it and a talent 
for self-imposed silence. But the av ­ 
erage K.G.B. agent I hav e known, 
his self-preserv ation depending on 
immediate obedience to the slightest 
impulses of suspicion, is ov ercondi­ 
tioned by suspicion. Usually he’s 
suspicious enough to bite off his own 
mother’s finger when she hands him 
a cookie. A feeling of trust is his rar­ 
est feeling of all. 
A “ case officer,” or handler,” 
is the masked link between the 
agent and his control at the espion­ 
age management lev el. And ordi­ 
narily the agent y earns for the con­ 
tact with his case officer, often like a 
shipwrecked sailor sending his last 
m essage in a bottle. 
The American case officer is in­ 
structed, and tries mightily , to satis­ 
fy this y earning. Not so in the in­ 
nards of the K.G.B. The Russians 
fail in this and their agents’ effec­ 
tiv eness often collapses. 
Many are also unable to effec­ 
tiv ely stand the K.G.B.’s demand for 
patience. The K.G.B. relies heav ily 
on its “ sleeper” method. Its manag­ 
ers think nothing of obtaining a re­ 
cruit, training him completely , and 
then not utilizing him activ ely “ in 
place” for perhaps 8 or 10 y ears—as 
long as that. This, too, can collapse 
the agents’ effectiv eness. 
Moreov er, the K.G.B. operates on 
the principle that nobody —nobody — 


is trustworthy . Its chiefs repeatedly 
under estimate the power of courage 
and honesty in people, often in our 
American agents and constantly in 
their own. 
Degradation at the top further 
contaminates the K.G.B. agents’ ef­ 
fectiv eness. They report to what is 
called “ The Center,” designated in 
their code as “ RU.” But the K.G.B. 
chiefs liv e through too much in the 
depths of bestiality that they them­ 
selv es create, too much double- 
crossing, sending agents out to die or 
to kill, to scream in cellars or to 
make other men scream in cellars. 
Yet a spy has no protection ex cept 
the loy alty of his chief. 
In addition, the agents constantly 
ask, “ Kto kego? ” —“ Who is ov er 
who? ” 


Under Lieutenant General Alek­ 
sandr M. Sakarov sky of the K.G.B.’s 
1st Directorate in Moscow, the most 
promising K.G.B. agents are trained 
at a secret center near Kutchinsk, 
outside Moscow, and supertrained 
finally at Barkov , 40 miles from the 
city . There the cov er used is the im ­ 
mense new (misnamed) Aerody ­ 
namic Institute. They are directed 
worldwide from an old 15 th century 
czarist chateau across the Verey ka 
Riv er. They total a full 10,000, with 
the U.S. the main area and target. 
A neon tube nearby will jam 
nearly 
any 
m icro-transm itter. 
K.G.B. agents alway s use a public 
telephone that is near a neon sign if 
they can. And they alway s keep a 
glass or cup in front of their mouths 
when speaking in a restaurant. They 
know that an ex pert CIA or FBI lip 
reader can tell what they are say ing 
from sev eral tables away . 


In keeping a rendezv ous they u s­ 
ually confirm their identity to each 
other by producing dollar notes that 
bear consecutiv e serial numbers. ^11 
hav e an iron discipline that nev er 
rusts. And all know what happens 
should their mission fail. 
The Russian word “ ulonov taki” 
means slav e labor and the word 
“ taiga” 
means 
the 
barbed-wite 
cages. To fail can mean ulonov tajri 
in a taiga without ev en knowing w6 o 
sent y ou—or a bullet and a coffih, 
with a funeral to order, at the in­ 
structed hands of a Spetsi, a K.G.B. 
assassination goon.

The Doctor Says: 


I By LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—I am an 18- 
year-old boy who is six feet, 
eight inches tall. I hate being so 
tall while everyone else is so 
much shorter. I don’t know a 
Single person as tall as myself. 
This problem is especially 
embarrassing around girls. Is 
there anything I can do to keep 
trom growing any more or 
better yet, 
make my legs 
shorter? Maybe you can also 
give me some emotional ad­ 
vice. 
Dear Reader—You really 
should see a gland specialist 
called an endocrinologist. Ask 
your family doctor to help 
arrange for you to be seen by 
one. You may need to go to the 
nearest university medical 
center for this purpose. Some 
unusually tall individuals have 
an overactive pituitary gland, 
the small gland just underneath 
the brain that controls one’s 
growth. At about your present 
age, the long bones in your legs 
should stop growing. They 
calcify solid and there is no 
opportunity for them to length­ 
en further. Even so, if your 
pituitary gland is overactive, 
you may still have bony growth 
of a different nature. 
Now I do not know that you 
have any of these prolems but 
your height is adequate reason 
for a good, comprehensive 
evaluation of your glandular 
function. If you don’t have any 
serious problems, you may get 
some help from medicines 
which will help speed up the 
calcification of your long bones 
and stop further growth. If you 
should have one of the other 
disorders, early treatment 
could go a long way toward 
preventing it from causing any 
further difficulties in your life. 
It’s really worth it, so make the 
effort. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—Thirty-five 
years ago young girls such as I 
were warned to avoid swim­ 
ming during menstrual flowing. 
My father, who worked with the 
Olympic swimming, diving and 
water polo players, poohpoohed 
that, saying the women were 
expected to swim and dive daily 
and they did. My sister swam 
daily no matter what, as did I, 
and still do at the beach but not 
in private pools. I ’ve never 
heard of any repercussions. 
One older woman, not athleti­ 
cally inclined, warned me I’d 
have trouble when I got older 
because I continued swimming 
during my periods. I ’ve never 
had any problems thus far and 
I’m now 50. Tell me what your 


professional opinum is of this, 
will you? I imagine there are a 
lot of girls who wonder about 
this but are embarrassed to 
ask. 
Dear Reader — That is a good 
question, and your father was a 
wise man. Unless they are 
severely incapacitated, most 
momen do better to continue to 
be active during their periods. 
Many gynecologists feel that 
optimal physical activity pre­ 
vents difficulties. 
There is no danger from 
swimming during menstrual 
periods. The question is really 
one of aesthetics, not health. An 
external napkin might deter 
some girls but a tampon 
shouldn’t. Mothers often fear 
that the tampon will make girls 
seem like they are “ not a 
virgin.’’ Small tampons cause 
no difficulties and there is con­ 
siderable evidence that girls 
who have used tampon devices 
adjust better to married life 
than those who have not.

“ Dr. Crane,’’ he began, “ you 
have often stated that married 
men live longer than bachelors 
do. 
“ Of course, you’ve heard the 
joke that maybe it just SEEM S 
longer? 
“ But I recently saw figures 
that German husbands outlive 
unmarried German men by 
about seven years! 
“ And I understand that same 
condition is also true here in 
America. 
“ How do you explain such 
greater longevity of married 
men?” 
Delicate Males 
Males are stronger in muscu­ 
lar power than women. 
And exceed females greatly 
in gastric as well as erotic ap­ 
petites. 
But they are physiologically 
more delicate than females! 
And this is true, regardless of 
the dangerous effects of tobac­ 
co, drugs, occupational haz­ 
ards, etc. 
For miscarriages show about 
125 male babies to 100 females. 
And that is true in primitive 
tribes,too! 


At birth, the ratio runs about 
105 boy babies to 100 girls.

Besides, he is less likely to 
become infected by venereal 
diseases. 
t2) Marriage lengthens the 
life of BOTH sexes, because 
they can relax in their home 
and talk out their tensions, wor­ 
ries or fears. 
A husband thus has a house­ 
hold psychiatrist to whom he 
can pour out his anxieties—and 
vice versa. 
This psychiatric value of 
marriage needs to be stressed 


more fully! 
(3) Marriage also reduces 
the medical terror of being 
struck down alone by a heart 
attack or other serious ailment. 
For a married couple know 
they have an ally at their elbow 
who can call the physician or 
hospital 
or 
ambulance 
and 
meanwhile apply first aid. 
The fear of dying “ all alone,” 
is the subconscious “ ghost” 
that haunts every bachelor, 
spinster or widowed person! 
(4) Married couples 
are 
more extroverted, as by church 
and social memberships, plus 
their children. 
And this extroversion is a su­ 
perb antidote for the hypochon­ 
driac and the cronic pill-taking 
of old bachelors and spinsters. 
For they tend to focus on their 
own “ innards.” thus becoming 
chronic “ worry warts” about 
their health. 
(5) Modern American males 
are more addicted to tobacco, 


liquor and auto accidents than 
are women, and thus shorten 
their lives.

Dunphy countered, “ I would need an opin­ 
ion from legal counsel before answering that 
one.” 
The two sides couldn’t agree on the 
amount of garbage tax levied by Dix on. The 
May or pointed out that it had reached nearly 
11 cents per $100 evaluation. Dunphy cam e 
back with the opinion that the city could legal­ 
ly increase the rate. City Comptroller D ar­ 
lene Herzog said she thought the rate was at 
its m ax im um. 
Dunphy tried to point out that there were 
inequities in the costs to a Dix on resident and 
a down-county person. 
“ I’m pay ing $36 a y ear to dum p,” he said. 
“ I figure at Dix on’s tax rate, a person with a 
$30,000 home is pay ing in the neighborhood of 
$25 a y ear.” 
Walder countered, “I’m pay ing $7 5 a y ear 
at my place of business. You have a business 
down there, Charlie, and a good one.” 
Burke interjected, “We realize that the tax 
rate is not realistic. We want to try to get in 
the black without a tax hike. May be we can 
raise tax es, but I’m reluctant to do so.” 
Commissioner of Finance W alter Lohse 
entered the fray with: “Keep in mind that in 
several of our city funds, the tax rate covers 
only part of the cost of service. We supple­ 
ment those funds with sales tax and motor 
fuel tax shares. Those tax es are paid by our 
citizens. They are paid indirectly , but never­ 
theless the citizens bear the cost. Garbage is 
not a singular instance where the tax rate is 
insufficient.” 
Walder prefaced his nex t rem arks with the 
statem ent that the only weakness the landfill 
had was in volume. 
He asked Dunphy : “Do y ou have any plans 
to take steps to rem edy that situation? It 
would be silly to transfer the liability from 
one governmental body to another.” 
That seemed to be getting more to the nitty 
gritty of the situation. Other m em bers of the 
county landfill com m ittee who were there ex ­ 
pressed their views. 
Lowell Beggs, from Amboy Township 
where the landfill is located, indicated that he 
would like to study the situation in more 
depth, but that he had reservations about 
where the increased volume might come 
from. 
Irvin Koch suggested: “ If it is a m atter of 
volume, why doesn’t the city keep the landfill 
and let the sm aller communities around know 
that any one can dump there? I would like to 
see m ore volume, but I object to it coming 
from far away . Can’t we keep it confined to 
our neighbors? The time is coming when y our 
volume should grow. Keep the control here 
and open it to every one.” 
Walder said that the cost of transportation 
would assure that getting garbage from too 


distant a point would take care of itself. 
Both Assistant City Attorney Tomas Mag- 
dich and State’s Attorney P atrick W ard, serv­ 
ing as legal counsel for the county com m ittee, 
ex pressed opinions that no one could legally 
be turned away if they wanted to dump and 
pay the price. 
Magdich added that he thought only such a 
volume of outside garbage as to change the 
character of the entire operation could be re ­ 
fused. 
Dunphy jum ped in with: 
“That m ay 
change my whole point of view. I m ay want to 
buy it, lock, stock and b arrel.” 
Burke sta te d: “ I think the whole thing has 
come about because the county doesn’t trust 
our judgm ent.” 
Then the verbal brickbats started to fly . 
Dunphy reviewed the county board’s effort 
to “bend over backw ards” to co-operate with 
the city in landfill m atters. 
“We only got gun-shy when Dix on started 
to talk about selling out to a private concern 
with high volume ideas,” he said. “We viewed 
this as a kind of blackm ail held over our 
heads.” 
When D unphy m entioned the w ords 
“greed and profit” W alder jum ped in with: 
“We’ll leave profit out of it. No one wants 
profit. We just want enough volume to m ake 
up our deficits.” 
The May or added: “ I’m very interested in 
disposing of the landfill and I’ll listen to any 
offer.” 
Dunphy said he feared what a high volume 
operation would do to residents near the land­ 
fill. 
“We’ve already hurt them ,” he opined. 
“Their property values have slipped.” 
Lohse jum ped in at this point: “ I don’t 
think their property values are down. I think 
their land is worth m ore.” 
Dunphy retaliated: “You wouldn’t want 
that landfill up on Lord’s Hill nex t to y ou.” 
Lohse shot back: “T hat’s not the point 
here. You said property values had slipped 
and I said they haven’t.” 
Walder cooled the tem pers with rem arks 
that any one who hadn’t seen the landfill 
should do so. 
“When I flew back from Springfield re ­ 
cently , I asked the pilot to fly over the landfill 
so I could see it from the air. It took us 10 m in­ 
utes to find it. There is no smoke, and no 
odor.” 
“There were no com plaints until we sta rt­ 
ed talking with a Rockford firm about sale of 
the landfill, then we m et with a storm of pro­ 
test.” 
Walder had stated earlier in the session 
that he in no way would move to increase tax ­ 
es even if he could. 
So the city is study ing the situation and 
will have an answer for the county within the 
nex t two weeks.

To some political figures in 
Illinois, the conviction of for­ 
mer Gov. Otto Kerner on bribe­ 
ry and other charges will have 
a profound impact on the elec­ 
torate 
arid 
should 
prompt 
stronger action on ethics laws. 
“ The judgment of the court is 
a tragedy for Judge Kerner and 
his family,” said Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson III in a statement is­ 
sued from his Washington of­ 
fice. 
“ It is also another verdict of 
guilt against our politics and 


reaffirms again the need for 
more stringent ethics legisla­ 
tion in turning in full public dis­ 
closure by public officials on 
their economic interests.” 
Kerner and his long time as­ 
sociate, Theodore J. Isaacs, 
were convicted by a U.S. 
District Court jury Monday of 
bribery, conspiracy, fraud and 
income-tax evasion 
in con­ 
nection with race-track stock 
transactions while Kerner was 
governor from 1961-68. 
Kerner was convicted also of 
perjury. 


Former U.S. Rep. Roman C. 
Pucinski, while saying the ver­ 
dict displays that ‘‘the promi­ 
nent and the meek all get equal 
treatment before the law ...” 
said that the trial ‘‘fortifies the 
claims of those who challenge 
our system.’ 
“ This weakens the fibers of 
public confidence in the body 
politic,” he said. 
The sponsor of the state Eth­ 
ics Act, former 
Republican 
state Rep. George Lindberg, 
now state controller, said the 
verdict will produce an unfa­ 


vorable reaction to all public 
officials on the part of the elec­ 
torate. 
“ We can take satisfaction 
that justice was done,” Lind­ 
berg said, “ but there is no joy 
in it.” 
The original act Lindberg 
proposed would have required 
disclosure by public officials on 
the state level of income or 
capital gains from race-track 
stock. But it was taken out of 
the legislation before the act 
was passed. 
Several state legislators who

have worked with or known 
Kerner expressed the opinion 
that the former governor was 
“ foolish” to have purchased the 
stock. 
“ I'm sure he was never 
tempted by the other kinds of 
things politicians sometimes 
get involved in such as kick­ 
backs on contracts,” said Rep. 
William A. Redmond. “ But it 
was awful bad judgment for 
him to buy that stock.” 
Gov. Daniel Walker and Chi­

CHICAGO (AP) — The suc­ 
cessful career of federal Judge 
Otto Kerner was reversed Mon­ 
day when he was convicted of 
accepting a bribe while he was 
governor of Illinois. 
Here are the highlights in 
Kerner’s career and the events 
leading to his conviction:

—1943: Promoted to lieuten­ 
ant colonel. 
—1947: Appointed U.S. dis­ 
trict attorney for northern D- 
linois. 
—1954: Resigned attorney’s 
post and rank of major general 
in National Guard to win elec­ 
tion as Cook County judge. 


1960: Elected governor of Il­ 
linois by 500,000 votes over in­ 
cumbent William Stratton. 
1964: Re-elected by 175,000 
votes over Charles H. Percy. 
March, 1968: Resigns as gov­ 
ernor accept presidential ap­ 
pointment to 7th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 
October, 1968: Appointed by 
President Johnson to head the 
Presidential Commission Re­ 
port on Violence in America. 
July, 1970: Informed by Inter­ 
nal Revenue Agents that he is 
under criminal investigation. 
Dec. 15, 1971: Indicted by a 
federal grand jury. 
Jan. 3, 1973: Begins trial in 
U.S. District Court. 
Feb. 19, 1973: Convicted of 
conspiracy, fraud, bribery, in­ 
come tax evasion and perjury.

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Playoff 
discussion

Last week, I listed a dozen questions in a column concerning 
the Illinois high school principals’ approving a championship 
playoff in the state according to the size of the school. 
Although there will be extra expenses for the schools involved 
in the playoffs, a little chat I had with Chuck Vail, Dixon athletic di­ 
rector, wiped out most of my fears. Mr. Vail stated he thought the 
revenue collected during the playoffs would more than pay the 
extra expenses incurred by the teams involved. 


But the school boards must not look on the revenue as “ bonus 
money” to be used only on projects other than sports. Some of the 
revenue should be funneled back into the athletic department to 
pay for the additional expenses, such as the replacement of uni­ 
forms and equipment which will wear out faster with additional us­ 
age. 
It only seems logical that a team playing 13 games will have 
more uniform and equipment expense than a club that has only 
eight contests. 


Basketball practice will also be affected. With some of the 
teams playing longer schedules, some of the boys involved in both 
sports will be forced to miss out on some of the early conditioning 
drills for the hardwood sport. It’s usually a standard line with bas­ 
ketball coaches anyway, “ the boys haven’t gotten their basketball 
legs yet,” when the first few games are lost. 
And the risk of a boy who will not compete in one of the sports is 
always present. It takes a special kind of athlete to give up three 
hours, four or five times a week from the last week in August until 
the first week in March. A boy playing four or five more football 
games may decide he needs a rest rather than go out for a sport he 
knows will be given most of his attention for the next four months. 


With additional games, the threat of more injuries results. As 
the season gets longer and longer, the players tend to wear down 
from all the constant hitting and practice. And it takes only one 
mistake to have a knee torn up or a shoulder separated. The risk 
has always been present but with more games and more contact, 
the injury list may be lengthened. 
Football is also more of a mental game than basketball and 
coaches must, by the very nature of the sport, get the young men 
ready both in body and mind. “ Psyching the team up” to be men­ 
tally alert to play is one of the biggest challenges a coach faces. 


Of course, most teams will not have the extra games to worry 
about, but for some, the extension of the season will be much like 
the present situation in professional football. The teams play 14 
games just to see which clubs get the chance in playoffs for the big 
money in the Super Bowl. 
As the season nears its completion, the natural tendency for a 
club is to let down but the coach must maintain their emotional 
pitch if the team is going to advance to after-season competition. 
And the games will have more meaning each week as the opposi­ 
tion gets stronger and the championship looms larger. 


Mental outlook may also hinder the athlete in his scholastic 
endeavors. Although some of the participants of high school athlet­ 
ics would probably be overjoyed it they never had to go to class, 
most realize the necessity of hitting the books. 
While foot ball scholarships to universities are limited to the 
best players in the nation, the somber halls of higher learning are 
open to all students with a capacity to learn. And the exclusiveness 
of college football is what makes the intramural programs so suc­ 
cessful at schools like Illinois where over 400 teams participate in 
seven-man battles. 


Most of the boys have had some high school football and like to 
play the game even if they do not have the talent to play in college. 
Intramurals is one way to continue their love for sports. 
I will continue this discussion in another column later in the 
week. If anyone has additional points that I have not thought of or 
has a question about what has been written, please feel free to give 
me a call.

For Wilt, it isn't a free throw; it's an ordeal

N EW YO RK - (N EA) 
Along about the end of this 
season Wilt Chamberlain will 
tread to the line and miss the 
6,000th free throw of his ec­ 
centric pro career 
The figure includes only 
regular 
season 
basketball 
games; all-star and 
playoff 
games would add another 
missed 8(H) and some change. 
Failed free throws is just 
another record for Chamber- 
lain, a man who holds the NBA 
record for holding the most 
NBA records 
Chamberlain, now in his 14th 
season, has scored more points, 
played more minutes, grabbed 
more rebounds and given more 
grimaces than anyone else. He 
has also scored nearly 6,(KX) 
more points than the No. 2 
career man, Oscar Robertson. 
He has done this despite shoot­ 
ing free throws poorer than 
most high school players. 
Chamberlain going to the foul 
line has been, depending on 
your 
allegiance, 
amusing, 
amazing, outrageous. Also! 
melancholy. 
Chamberlain on the free 
throw line is a sight. His great 
sweaty arms and shoulders 
gleam in the lights He wears a 
yellow head band (that seems 
always to be slipping down over 
one eye), yellow knee guards 
placed for some inexplicable 
reason around his shins, yellow 
wrist bands and a good luck 
rubber band around his right 
wrist. 
He now stands a few feet 
behind the free throw line. It is 
said that because of his enor­ 
mous power he usually hits the 
back rim when he foes the line. 
He shoots with a shove and 
curve-ball twist, and not with a 
smooth snap of the wrist. He 
flips a free throw, it seems, 
with a prayer and little con­ 
fidence. 
He has tried many ways to 
shoot a foul shot: two-handed, 
underhanded, to the right of the 
basket, to the left. He has had 
m any tutors, including his 
current coach, Bill Sharman, 
who was the best free throw 
shooter ever in the NBA, with 
career average of .884. 
Th e year before Sharman 
came to the Los Angeles Lakers 
Wilt shot a miserable .538 from 
th e line 
(his 
lifetime 
per­ 
cen tage after the 1972-73 season 
was 
.534). 
Under 
Sharman, 
W iJ[’s free throw p^centage 


dipped to 
.422. 
Still 
befud- 
dlement. 
“ I guess I ’m beyond help,” 
said Chamberlain. 
He’s made a concentrated 
effort 
to 
im prove,” 
said 
Sharman, “ but. . . ” He implied 
that you can’t teach old dogs 
new tricks. 
Had he ever in fact consult«! 
a psychiatrist? 
“ Yeah,” he said. “ Several 
years ago. When 
I was in 
Philadelphia. I saw him once a 
week for nine months. One ot the 
things we talked alx>ut was free 
throws.” 
What was his conclusion. 
“ He said I was hopeless,” 
said Cham berlain, smiling 
wryly. 
It 
is doubtful that 
Cham­ 
berlain, a man whose gar­ 
gantuan pride is as large as his 
physique (7 2, 300 lbs ), would 
admit 
to being a 
hopeless, 
helpless giant. 
Chamberlain, defiant and 
petulant, has often been a thorn 
of frustration to his coaches. 
Early in his career Cham­ 
berlain played his game and if 
if didn’t fit the pattern of the 
rest of the team, to hell with 
’em. Chamberlain, big even as 
a boy, always was the center of 
the storm. Scoring came so 
naturally easy to the large, 
strong, quick and marvelously 
co-ordinated young athlete that 
he never even took the time to 
develop a jump shot or a hook 
shot. 
One hardly can imagine then 
that he had much patience for 
the monotony of free throw 
practice. 
Chamberlain, 
however, 
in­ 
sists he has always practiced 
his foul shots. After a recent 
game in which he missed five of 
his six free throw tries, he said, 
“ I ’ve always shot well in 
practice. I consistently make 
70-80 out of a hundred. But in a 
game — I don’t know. It’s a 
mental thing. Maybe I need a 
psychiatrist.” 
For it was Chamberlain who 
thought 
he 
could 
beat 
Muhammad 
Ali, 
and 
who 
thought he could be an Olympic 
volleyball player, an All-Pro 
football 
end, 
an 
All-Star 
baseball pitcher, a harness- 
racing driver, who flung a 
minor pique when a recent 
issue of a national magazine 
neglected to include him among 
the 10 Sexiest Athletes. 
In basketball, he has, 
in­ 
dividually, 
had 
the 
run 
of 
things. He once scored 
100 


points in a game, and years 
later when he changed his of­ 
fensive style os play 
from 
shooting to strictly passing, he 
led the NBA in assists. 
He is so conscious of statistics 
that he is now trying to lead the 
league in shooting percentage. 
(He was eliminated nearly all 
shots except 
the stuff, and 
shoots — if shixits is the right 
word 
that shot only when he 
has absolutely no pass to 
make.) 
Once he was considered by 
some “ a loser” because his 


team would invariably be 
beaten by the Celtics and his 
personal nemesis, Bill Russell. 
Well, the Lakers won a title last 
season and that criticism has 
simmered. 


But proud Wilt Chamberlain 
says he is still chagrined by his 
free 
throw 
shooting. 
“ Sometimes I don’t want to 
walk 
to the line,” he said 
recently “ And I guess it is 
em barrassing when 
teams 
deliberately foul you. 
1 get 
especially low when I miss one 


that’s important to the game. 
One good thing about that is 
that they get themselves in foul 
trouble. So even if I don’t make 
the free throw, it still helps our 
team. It gets us the bonus shot 
earlier.” 
One still wonders if there is 
some unconscious, masochistic 
reason for missing; that he 
somehow is retaliating against 
society for being treated as a 
freak. 
(A 
story, 
perhaps 
apocryphal, is told of his bit­ 
terness in this regard: A short, 
insensitive man once asked 
Chamberlain 
that 
tired 
question, “ How’s the weather 
up there?” Chamberlain, so the 
story goes, looked down, spit, 
and said, “ It’s raining.” ) 
Enem y fans 
around 
the 
country hoot and stamp as the 
massive Chamberlain goes to 
the line. But he says he un­ 
derstands; 
nobody 
likes 
Goliath. 
“ I ’m a little older,” said 
Chamberlain, 36, “ and a little 
wiser. It makes life easier to 
take. You realize that you can’t 
do everything right.” 
It is difficult to keep this 
balanced philosophy during the 
heat of battle: For example, he 
was asked after a recent game 
what he muttered to himself as 
he 
walked 
downcourt 
after 
missing a pair of free throws. 
"The usual,” he said. “ Just 
cussin’ myself out.”
